There has been a great change 
in the treatm ent of diabetes mel­ 
litus in the last few years—indeed 
the present day treatm ent is very 
similar to that which we have sug­ 
gested for years. 
Treatm ent must 
begin early if recovery is to be ex­ 
pected. 
When the disease has ad­ 
vanced to such an extent th at the 
various organs of the body have 
degenerated, very little hope of re­ 
covery can be given by any m eth­ 
od of treatm ent, but our method 
should be given a trial. 
It 
must 
be 
remembered that 
simply to free tho urine from the 
sugar is not the essential factor in 
treatm ent. 
The sugar which has 
already passed through the kidneys 
can do no harm , but the sugar 
which is in the 
blood 
together, 
with the acetine bodies, is capable 
of doing a great deal of injury to 
the tissues of the body. 
It is also 
essential to remedy the organic de­ 
fect responsible for the trouble. To 
get rid of the excess of sugar in 
the blood, and also to make the 
urine sugar free, a fast is essential. 
This fast should 
continue 
until 
there is no trace of sugar in the 
urine and for one day thereafter. 
In some case we have found that 
orange juice may bo allowed and 
the results are the same. 
As a 
rule the strict fast is the better 
way. 
The milk diet is of value 
after the fast in some cases, but 
care must be exercised th at the 
fats are not metabolized into sugar, 
or that an acidosis is not Induced, 
in which case a fatal coma may 
develop. 
It would be best to be­ 
gin with skim milk and 
if 
the 
sugar does not appear in the urine 
and there are no signs of drowsin­ 
ess, which is the first symptom of 
acidosis, the quantity of milk may 
b</ gradually increased. 
Some of 
our best cases have 
taken 
the 
milk diet. 
Should acidosis appear 
the patient must be fed carbohy­ 
drate food immediately, such as 
corn starch, cereal gruels, crackers 
and puddings. 
If the milk diet is 
not used, a graded diet m ust be 
followed. 
One protein food m ust be se­ 
lected and this is added first to 
foods containing five per cent of 
carbohydrate; if there is no ap­ 
pearance of sugar in the urine after 
a week the ten per cent carbohyd­ 
rates may be added for a week, 
and next week the fifteen per cent, 
but at the first 
appearance 
of 
sugar in the urine a fast is taken.

There has been a great change 
in the treatm ent of diabetes m el­ 
litus in the last few years— indeed 
the present day treatm en t is very 
similar to th a t which we have sug­ 
gested for years. 
T reatm ent m ust 
begin early if recovery is to be ex­ 
pected. 
When the disease has a d ­ 
vanced to such an extent th a t the 
various organs of the body have 
degenerated, very little hope of re­ 
covery can be given by any m eth ­ 
od of treatm ent, but our method 
should be given a trial. 
It 
m ust 
be 
rem em bered th a t 
simply to free tho urine from the 
sugar is not the essential factor in 
treatm ent. 
The sugar which has 
already passed through the kidneys 
can do no harm , but the sugar 
which is in the 
blood 
together, 
with the acetine bodies, is capable 
of doing a great deal of injury to 
the tissues of the body. 
It is also 
essential to remedy the organic de­ 
fect responsible for the trouble. To 
get rid of the excess of sugar in 
the blood, and also to m ake the 
urine sugar free, a fast is essential. 
This fast should 
continue 
until 
there is no trace of sugar in th e 
urine and for one day thereafter. 
In some case we have found th a t 
orange juice may bo allowed and 
the results are the same. 
As a 
rule the strict fast is the better 
way. 
The milk diet is of value 
after the fast In some cases, but 
care m ust be exercised th a t the 
fats are not metabolized into sugar, 
or th a t an acidosis is not Induced, 
in which case a fatal com a may 
develop. 
It would be best to be­ 
gin with skim milk and 
if 
the 
sugar does not appear in the urine 
and there are no signs of drowsin­ 
ess, which is the first symptom of 
acblosis, the quantity of milk may 
b t/ gradually increased. 
Some of 
our best cases have 
taken 
'th e 
milk diet. 
Should acidosis appear 
the patient m ust be fed carbohy­ 
drate food immediately, such as 
corn starch, cereal gruels, crackers 
and puddings. 
If the milk diet is 
not used, a graded diet m ust be 
followed. 
• 
One protein food m ust be se­ 
lected and this is added first to 
foods containing five per cent of 
carbohydrate; if there is no a p ­ 
pearance of sugar in the urine after 
a week the ten per cent carbohyd­ 
rates may be added for a week, 
and next week the fifteen per cent, 
but a t the first

of 
sugar in the urine a fast is taken.
